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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 48-61, drawn to a composition comprising an aqueous solution of Ap peptide. 

Group II, claim(s) 62-70, drawn to a lyophilized composition of Ap peptide. 

Group III, claim(s) 71-81 and 96-97, drawn to a composition comprising an aqueous suspension 
Ap peptide. 

Group IV, claim(s) 82-89, drawn to a process for preparing a sterile composition of Ap peptide. 
Group V, claim(s) 90-92, drawn to a method for preventing or treating Alzheimer's disease. 
Group VI, claim(s) 93-95, drawn to a method of invoking antibody response against Ap peptide. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I- VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (d), the ISA/US 
considers that where multiple products and processes are claimed, the main invention shall 
consist of the first invention of the category first mentioned in the claims and the first recited 
invention of each of the other categories related thereto. Accordingly, the main invention (Group 
I) comprises the first recited product, a composition comprising an aqueous solution of Ap 
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peptide. Because such compositions were known in the prior art (Newcombe et al. 5 1965, 
Biochimica and Biophysica Acta, p. 480-486), it cannot serve as a unifying special technical 
feature. The "special technical features" means those technical features that define a 
contribution over the prior art. (See M.P.E.P. 1850.) Thus, the apparent "special technical 
feature" of these claims cannot form the basis of unity of invention and the main invention, 
which forms a single inventive concept is Group I, claims 48-61 . Groups II-VI do not possess 
special technical features as set forth above. Note that PCT Rule 13 does not provide for 
multiple products or methods within a single application. Groups II-VI are drawn to different 
compositions and methods, which have different goals, method steps and/or starting materials 
and therefore, constitute independent and patentably distinct inventions. Therefore, unity of 
invention is lacking and restriction is proper. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows:
